REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


During the year 1973 most of the work on the Waste Water 
Treatment Plants for Seal Harbor, Northeast Harbor and 
Somesville together with the additional collecting sewers, the 
intercepting sewers and the necessary Pumping Stations was 
completed. The Northeast Harbor facilities went into operation in 
November and the Seal Harbor and Somesville plants are expected 
to go on line early in January, 1974. 

The Street Lighting planned for the Northeast Harbor Marina 
has been completed. A Contract to construct the rest rooms at the 
southern end of the Harbormaster’s Building has been awarded. 

In July a new Land Use Ordinance was enacted by the Town. 
This was one of the first such Ordinances containing provisions to 
comply with the various new State Laws passed by any Town in 
the State. Our Planning Board is to be congratulated. 

Our Housing for the Elderly is under construction and we hope 
that the apartments may be occupied during this year. 

The various Boards, Authorities and Committees have been 
active during the year and many of their reeommendations have 
been adopted by the Board of Selectmen. 

Many thanks to all of the residents and home owners for their 
cooperation in helping to solve the numerous problems which have 
arisen in connection with the Municipal Government.

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TAXES: 


The tax commitment in the amount of $1,019,326.44 was 
committed on May 25, 1973. This amount represents an increase 
of $170,800.44 over the 1972 commitment. An increase of five 
mills raised the tax rate to 33 mills per thousand of valuation. 

Tax collections amount to $1,015,771.69 or 99.65% of the 
commitment, leaving an uncollected balance of $3,554.75. This 
collection precentage is the best on record in spite of the fact that 
the commitment was the largest amount ever authorized. Tax liens 
will be placed at the proper time on all unpaid 1978 taxes. 

Total excise taxes on automobiles and highway equipment in 
the amount of $44,685.45 were collected and transferred to the 
General Roads account as voted by the annual town meeting. This 
amount is an increase of $2,908.39 over 1972 collections. 

The Bank Stock Tax in the amount of $2,144.00 was received 
from the State and credited to the Contingent account. 

Federal Revenue Sharing funds in the amount of $69,928.00 
were received and with a portion of the invested balance of 
$24,801.00 and earned interest in the amount of $1,672.33 were 
disbursed as per vote of the town meetings as follows:

State Revenue funds in the amount of $6,309.98 were received 
and credited to the Surplus account. 


INDEBTEDNESS: 


In May a loan in the amount of $1,489,000.00 was made from 
the Farmers Home Administration at a rate of 5% fora period of 
30 years to cover the sewage facilities construction for Northeast 
Harbor, Seal Harbor and Somesville. 

Two bonds in the amount of $2,000.00 were paid on the Otter 
Creek Sewer indebtedness and $50,000.00 was paid on the other 
sewage facilities. The $52,000.00 paid on the two loans left a debt 
fund balance of $1,475,000.00. 

Temporary Loans in the amount of $2,138,585.00 were made 
and $1,463,585.00 was repaid leaving a balance of $675,000.00 
which is due March 15, 1974. Funds covering this amount will be 
available in March, 1974 to liquidate the temporary loan debt. 

Investment of funds showed a credit balance of $44,006.90 
which was credited to the Interest account and will be used for 
bond interest payment due in 1974.

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HEALTH and SANITATION 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S REPORT 


The Mount Desert Public Health Nursing Association is a 
community service which is available to all people in the Town of 
Mount Desert. The governing body is a twenty-four member Board 
of Directors, made up of interested town citizens. The agency 
employs a qualified Public Health Nurse and a secretary. Services 
provided are 1. nursing care in the home, on a part time basis, for 
any person who is ill or has suffered an accident; 2. administration 
of injections for persons with chronic diseases or conditions; 3. 
general health supervision and health teaching; 4. prenatal and 
post-partum care for mothers and infants; 5 immunization clinics; 
6. loan of hospital and invalid equipment. 

When caring for people in their homes, the Public Health Nurse 
follows the orders of that person’s own physician. She provides 
the necessary services and works with the patient and his family to 
come to understand their illness and it’s therapy, and assists them 
to regain or maintain as much independence as possible. There is a 
charge for nursing care and injections depending on the patient’s 
ability to pay. 

The nurse makes calls to the elderly, and persons discharged 
from the hospital, and new mothers and babies and young 
children, for the purpose of offering assistance or supervision on 
health matters. There is no charge for this service. 

Mrs. Karol Hagberg, R.N. is now in her sixth year of 
employment as Public Health Nurse. The Nursing Association has 
also hired a second nurse, Mrs. Deirdre Wilson, R.N., to work part 
time. Mrs. Valerie Tracy is the full time secretary and Miss 
Deborah Coombs was the summer secretary. The office hours are 
8:30 - 11:30 a.m. and 12:30 - 3:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. 
NURSING ACTIVITIES DURING 1973: 

1. GENERALIZED NURSING SERVICE — This year has been 
another busy year for providing service to community citizens in 
their homes or at the office. A total of 1,680 visits were made. 
This accounts for 75-80% of the nurse’s work time. 

2. COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES — In my work as Public Health 
Nurse, I try to work closely with other community service 
organizations. I make weekly or bi-weekly visits to the Mount - 
Desert Island Hospital to visit patients from the Town of Mount 
Desert, and meet with physicians and hospital personnel on public 
health matters or on patient follow-up. I work closely with the 
Department of Health and Welfare in Ellsworth, The Maternal and 
Child Health Council of Greater Bangor, Inc., plus others on a less 
regular basis. 

3. SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM — As of September 1973 L 
took over the school health program at Mount Desert Elementary 
School. This involves screening the children for vision, hearing, 
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tuberculosis, general health problems and making referrals as 
necessary. Working closely with Dr. Kendall Gerdes, I assist with 
school physicals and immunization programs. 

4. MEETINGS AND SEMINARS — The highlight of this year 
was attending the National League for Nursing Convention in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota in May. I try to attend as many meetings, 
seminars and workshops regarding health care as my work 
schedule allows, as this helps me with my continuing education. 

5. CHILDBIRTH EDUCATION CLASSES — During 1973 I 
taught 4 evening sessions of classes in Preparation for Childbirth. 
Each series runs for 9 weeks. These classes are open to expectant 
mothers and their husbands from Mount Desert Island and the 
Downeast area. 

The Board of Directors and the Public Health Nurse appreciate 
the support of the citizens of the Town of Mount Desert.

NORTHEAST HARBOR LIBRARY REPORT 


At the annual meeting of our library trustees in August, Mrs. W. 
Rodman Fay retired after twenty years as our most efficient and 
beloved Chairman of Trustees. She had carefully fostered the 
library’s growth from a collection of twelve thousand volumes to 
one of over thirty thousand volumes; from a three day schedule to 
a full time schedule; from a single librarian to a librarian and three 
assistants. Mrs. B. Tappen Fairchild was elected to succeed Mrs. 
Fay. Mrs. Fairchild is well qualified, having held many positions of 
responsibility and trust. So far, she has established a fund to 
support the recording of local legends and memories, and raised 
the funds for library equipment now in constant use. 

In September, Amy Bryant Smith joined our staff, replacing 
Amy Doyle who had left for coolege, and expanding the position. 
Mrs. Smith, who holds her bachelor’s degree from The University 


of Maine at Orono, is concerned with circulations and childrens’ 


services. 

Library activities and services have continued as usual, with the 
addition of two new programs. We continue to serve as the 
elementary and junior high school library, and maintain the 
story-telling program for the children. Library service for the 
visually handicapped and the housebound continue unchanged. 
Under the library’s scholarship program, awards were made to two 
students at graduation and to twenty six others in the academic 
year. Two new services were added to the library’s schedule this 


year. First, this library’s books and other materials are being 


carried aboard the Sunbeam for loan at the Maine Seacoast 
Mission’s ports of call. Second, the donation of a photocopier has 
made it possible to provide inexpensive photocopying service for 
the townspeople. 

Due to the energy shortage the heat in the library was cut down 
beginning in December, and the library will be closed on Mondays 
for the duration of the shortage. 

Library circulation has increased to 21,312 volumes loaned to 
20,191 patrons. Over 300 volumes have been borrowed from other 
libraries on our interlibrary loan program, and roughly 800 books 
and other materials have been added to our collection.

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RECREATION PROGRAM REPORT 


The 1973 Mount Desert Summer Recreation Program 
commenced on June 25 and ran through August 17. 
Approximately one-hundred and six children were registered for 
the program, with a daily average of sixty attending. Total 
participation for the eight weeks was 2,639 children, with an 
average of 329 per week. 

Assistants this season were Pamela Parady, Paula Richardson 
and David Renault. 

Several new innovations were added to the program this year, 
most notably the implementation of a registration file, containing 
the child’s name, address, home phone number, locations of 
parents during the day, any allergies or afflictions, and other 
pertinent information. Each child was required to have a form 
properly filled out by a parent before being allowed to participate 
in the program. The registration file proved it’s value many times 
during the season in instances of sickness and personal problems 
encountered by the children. Another successful addition was the 
initiation of a Red Cross certified swimming instruction program, 
taught by the Director. Permission of the parents, in written form, 
‘was required for participation in swimming lessons. Enrollment for 
this instruction was fifty-seven children, divided into five groups 
of similar age and ability. Although the size and depth. of the 
Recreation Pool precluded any type of advanced water 
instruction, notable progress was made by all of the children 
involved. 

Traditional activities such as football, basketball, swimming, 
beanball and archery were continued this year, along with 
introduction of street hockey, cage ball, a softball league, and a 
supervised dart board. Various forms of craft work was also 
available on an individual and group basis to the children. The 
pool was open to recreational use at all times, other than specified 
times set aside for swimming instructions. 

Competition for ribbons was organized every Friday afternoon, 
with first, second and third place awards distributed to winners. 
Two special awards ~— the _ Boy-of-the-Week and_ the 
Girl-of-the-Week — were also given to the individual boy and girl 
who displayed the greatest cooperation with the staff and 
leadership among the children. The activity and the special awards 
enabled those children who had received at least one to attend the 
weekly field trip. These trips were scheduled every Wednesday and 
usually lasted the entire day. 

Trips were taken this year to such places as Sand Beach, Fort 
Knox State Park, the Craig Brook Fish Hatchery in Orland, 
Aqualand, Pretty Marsh Picnic Area, and a performance of a live 
puppet show at M.D.I. High School. 

The annual recreation program party concluded the seasons 
activities on August 17. Ice cream, soda pop, candy and cookies 
were served to all of the children. ‘These foods were obtained 
through a portion of the profits from the soft drink dispenser. 
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In conclusion, I would like to thank the Town Office, my 
assistants, the parents, and above all, the children, for making we 
1973 Summer Recreation program a success.

HARBORMASTER’S REPORT — 1973 


The 1973 harbor operation was beneficial to the Town. 

Due to a mild winter, the ice damage in the harbor was minimal. 
_ Two pilings were replaced and one new was added. All six town 
moorings were inspected and reconditioned poles were installed. 

Last year’s recommendation of the addition of three floats was 
fulfilled, thus the installation of one forty foot finger float and 
two 20’ x 20’ regular floats was extremely helpful. 

- Also in the line of improvements was the installation of water 

valves on all finger floats. This, although at first is an expense, I 
feel will later be a savings since all boat owners furnished their 
own hoses for washing down, etc. 

Lastly, in the line of major improvements, was the installation 
of the new lighting system in all of the adjacent parking areas. I 
feel that this will add not only to the convenience, but also to the 
safety of the users of the harbor facilities. 

The use of the docking facilities was as great, if not more so this 
year than in any since I have been associated with the harbor. 
Every berth and most town moorings were occupied during July 
and August. The floats and fingers were taken up during the last 
week in October, and the harbor was readied for winter. 

My only proposal at this time is that new electrical fixtures be 
added on the finger floats for the 1974 season.

' Northeast Harbor piers and floats, which is a 120 - 208 volt 
system, be modified to conform with the requirements of the 
National Electrical Codes. A Special Town Meeting is to be called 
early in 1974 to vote on the required changes. 
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The Planning Board has made a recommendation to the Board 
of Selectmen that a qualified Engineer be hired to review the 
existing Seal Harbor Pier and report his conclusions to the 
Planning Board. 

A study is in process for a sewage collection system for boats. It 
is expected that this system can be installed for the coming season. ' 

I wish to thank all members of the committee for the time and 
effort they have contributed during the past year.

The Dec. 31st meeting of the Planning Board ended a busy year; 


during which the Board met 36 times in regular and special 
sessions. In addition the Board held several public hearings on 
sub-divisions, sub-division regulations and the Land Use 
Ordinance. The Board also made on site inspections of various 
sub-divisions before approving them. 

At the request of the Selectmen the Board made onsite 
inspections of Sargent Drive and the Seal Harbor Pier. 
Recommendations were made by the Board concerning condition 
and repair of both and use and traffic flow. The Board also 
recommended that a marine engineer be engaged to explore the 
eventual rebuilding and possible relocation of the Pier. 

The Board has met on occasion with the Board of Selectmen to 
report and discuss activities and procedures, exchange information 
and suggestions to maintain the good communication and 
cooperation that has always existed and which both Boards feel is 
so necessary. 

The Board received late in the year the final revised Land Use 
Guidelines from the State Planning Office. In the light of these 
and the experience with Land Use Applications (nineteen to date) 
the Board has carefully reviewed the Mt. Desert Land Use 
Ordinance and is suggesting that certain changes in the wording of 
the Ordinance be approved by the Next Town Meeting.

Having spent the previous year on preliminary planning, your’ 
building committee for the addition to the Mount Desert 
Elementary School saw it become a reality this fall. 

The architectural firm of Alonzo J. Harriman Associates, Inc. of 
Augusta translated our needs into plans for a four room addition 
to the east wing, incorporating all necessary facilities to provide an 
excellent educational environment for the first three grades.“Each 
room has its own toilet and wash facilities, especially desirable for 
younger children, and the attractively decorated rooms are 
color-coded to the wall-to-wall carpeting. Although a different 
type of construction, the exterior of the addition ties in very well 
with the older part of the building by following the original 
architectural scheme. 

The building contractor was KE. L. Shea Company of Ellsworth. 
Excavation for the foundation was started in early Apmnil and, 
under the capable supervision of Steve Shea, work progressed 
according to schedule until the building was virtually complete. 
Due to difficulties in obtaining delivery of some hardware items, 
the carpeting, and the Univent heaters (a most important item), it 
was necessary to grant the builder an extension of one month. 
Eventually the items showed up on the site and the building was 
approved for occupancy.

The- presentation of the budget this year is done in a manner so 
that you may have a complete educational cost which would 
include building payments as well as operational costs. 

This has been precipitated by the passage of legislation by the 
one hundred and sixth Maine Legislature which attempts to better 
equalize educational costs throughout the State of Maine. 

Specifically, legislation was passed whereby the State will pay 
all building costs, all special education costs, all vocational 
education costs, cost of conveyance of students, plus all approved 
capital improvements, with a formula being applied to equalize 
payments to and from the towns for the operation of your 
schools. 

The above is a very complex piece of legislation, but the end 
result is that Mount Desert Island High School will receive 
approximately one hundred and fifty thousand dollars more than 
in 1973, thus lightening the financial burden to the various towns 
for 1974. 

Mount Desert Island towns and other towns of Hancock County 
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have entered into a Vocational Co-operative which will be 
determining the vocational needs in the future. Their budget has 
yet to be determined. However, it is expected that they shall carry . 
on much the same programs as presently and reimburse the High 
School for these programs.

This year, because of new State Legislation which attempts to 
equalize the educational taxes of property owners, there will be 
applied a seven mill assessment on the State’s Valuation of the 
Town. The Town of Mount Desert will be faced with higher taxes 
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so that some of the taxes collected may be sent in to the State to 
help poorer communities that do not have as high a taxable base. 

A consortium of towns is actively trying to have the law 
amended to alleviate this situation and if this is unsuccessful, it is 
anticipated that they will challenge the law as to its 
constitutionality. , 

Whatever are the results, I encourage the voters to continue to 
support their schools as they have in the past.

The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash 
accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and/or 
by bank confirmation. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls, and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirmation 
were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources were 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town and 
selectmen’s meetings, as they pertained to financial matters, were 
checked. Debt, trust, special and federal revenue sharing fund 
transactions were reviewed and investments verified. Surety bond 
and insurance coverages were determined.

OPERATIONAL RESULTS 
The operations for the current year showed that a net 
unexpended departmental balance of $20,407.65 was lapsed to 
- the unappropriated surplus account, per the following summary:

The balance of the overlay and the supplemental taxes, less 
overdrafts in protection and sewer maintenance accounts were the 
major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The 
records did not indicate that any authority had been granted 
allowing overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance totaled $175,721.56 
at the year end. The bank balances used in reconciling this amount 
were confirmed by the depositories. Petty cash was counted. 
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Investments of $819,693.60 consisted of general and sewer 
fund bank certificdtes of deposit totaling $795,000.00 and 
Standard Oil Company stock totaling $24,693.60, the value of 
which has been credited to Harbor and Planning Board Projects. 


Taxes receivable totaled $3,566.11 which represented current . 


ear accounts of $3,554.75 and $11.36 due on the 1972 levy. Tax 
iens, sheriff’s deeds and tax acquired property amounted to 
$51.20, $799.94 and $73.31 respectively. 


DEFERRED CHARGES ... . Expenditures totaling $119,479.13 
in connection with Federal Revenue Sharing and various projects 
are shown as deferred charges pending further financial activity. 
Of this amount $104,170.78 had been advanced for the municipal 
sewer project being constructed in Northeast Harbor. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ....A note of 
$675,000.00, issued in anticipation of State and Federal sewer 
grants was outstanding at the year end. 

The departmental accounts showed unexpended balances of 
$322,391.73 carried forward to the ensuing year pending 
completion of the sewer projects and in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or customary practice.

The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated in the 
amount of $913.86 is carried forward to be applied toward the 
1974 tax commitment. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $109,529.95, an 
increase of $20,407.65 for the year.
